This is the first office action for application number 10/814,762, Mounting System 
Allowing for Thermal Expansion of An Engine of a Generator Set, filed on March 31 , 2004. 

Election/Restriction 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

L Claims 1-16, 20, and 21, drawn to a generator set assembly and a method of 

mounting an engine of a generator set, classified in class 123, subclass 198R. 
II. Claims 17-19, drawn to a mounting component, classified in class 248, 

subclass 637. 

Inventions II and I are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a 
dampening device for mounting a seat relative to base or support surface. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired 
a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
